each service arrived prior to the aircraft's landing. I formed two '2) 
joint service teams. One would accompany me on a ted lift truck and 
secure the remains from the aircraft and place it on the truck. She 
bed would then be lowered and the second team would remove the remains 
from the truck and place it either in an ambulance or helicopter. 

So Immediately after the aircraft landed and the truck was moved 
up to the aircraft, I reported to Brigadier General McHugh, President 
Kennedy's Air force Aide. He then ordered me to have ry men clear the 
area and also informed me that the Secret Service would remove the casket 
from the aircraft. I then instructed r,y men to decend from the truck by 
a ladder on the side. Seeing that the casket was being poorly handled, 

I had two(2) men remain in place. on the truck. We assisted General HcHugh 
and the agents until they had the casket out of the aircraft.
